(1) The main objective of 
Mountbatten’s operations will be 
to increase the present trickle of 
supplies to China to a flood, in- 
dicating a general Burma cam- 
paign, although attacks also may 
be made in Malaya. 

(2) Mountbatten’s staff is not 
yet chosen in its entirety, but he 
will have a British chief of staff, | 
an American—already selected but

(4) There is no optimistic feel- 
ing in the Allied high command 
that any Burma campaign can be 
cleaned up quickly. On the con- 
trary, the consensus is that it 
will be long and difficylt, and 
while operations probably will be- 
gin late this fall, the objective 
may not be achieved within a year 
or longer.

Duce’s Role as Liar 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—(INS)—How Mussolini was trapped 


assured the fateful meeting of the 
grand council he had Hitler’s 
pledge of full support against the 
Allied threat in Sicily when Dino 
Grandi, former Italian ambassa~- 
dor to Great Britain and now re- 
ported in* Lisbon seeking peace, 
produced the verbatim transcrip- 
tion. 

How Grandi obtained the record 
was not revealed. However, it is 
reported to have shown that -Il 
Duce asked Hitler to send 49 tank 
divisions and 3,000 planes to en- 
able the Italians to fight on. Hit- 
ler in an angry tone, was sup- 
posed to have replied: 

“It is entirely your own fault 
you are in this predicament. It 
is absolutely impossible for the 
German Army to help you on 
such a big scale. All reserves al- 
ready have been earmarked. 

“T am only able to give you two 
infantry divisions and 300 planes. 

“You have always insisted on 
having your own way. Now you 
come to me for help when every- 
thing has gone wrong. 

“T advised you not to enter the 
war against France, but to await 
the moment outlined in my plans. 
Yet you would invade southern 
France. 

“T advised you to leave the Bal- 
kans alone, yet you attacked Al- 
bania and Greece, forcing me to 
send many divisions into the Bal- 
kans. 

“When we reached El] Alamein, 
I wanted to send you the rein- 
forcements neeessary for the im- 
mediate conquest of Egypt. You 
refused, because you wanted to 
keep the glory of ‘Alexandria’s 
capture for the Italian Army.” 

Grandi’s surprise in submitting 
the secret transcription was de- 
clared to have been the beginning 
of the end for Mussolini.

Soviets Smash 
Westward, Set 
Kiev as Goal

LONDON, Aug. 26.—(4)—The 
Soviet steppe army striking toward 
the Dnieper river across the hot 
Ukraine plains west of Kharkov 
gained from two to three and one- 
half miles today and captured sev- 
eral localities, Moscow announced 
tonight. 

The daily communique did not 
name the area more specifically, 
but «Moscow dispatches said the 
Russian column that toppled Zen~ 
kov, 85 miles northwest of Khar- 
kov, yesterday was headed due 
west toward the major goal of 
Kiev, Ukraine capital 170 miles 
away. 

A Berlin broadcast recorded by 
the Associated Press estimated 
that the Russians already had re- 
captured about 5,800 square miles 
of Ukrainian territory in their 
first successful summer offensive, 
but sought to disparage this gain 
by saying that this represented 
only one-thirtieth of the whole 
Ukraine. 


In the Donets basin the Red 
army forces “conducted engage- 
ments to improve their positions” 
southwest of Voroshilovgrad, 170 
miles southeast of Kharkov, said 
the Moscow communique, record- 
éd by the Soviet monitor. “On 
other sectors of the front our 
troops engaged in fighting recon- 
naissance,” it added. 

Ninety-two German tanks were 
reported knocked out in Wednes- 
day’s fighting and 38 planes shot 
down.

In statements so similarly word- 
ed that they showed evidence of 
Joint composition, perhaps in the 
recent Quebec conferences, the 
two governments chorused that it 
would be up to the people of 
France to choose their own govern- 
ment once the Nazis are routed. 

Reuter’s, meanwhile, quoted the 
Moscow radio as announcing that 
Soviet Russia had “recognized” 
the French committee. 

“The government of the United 
States,” said a statement issued in 
President Roosevelt’s name, “rec- 
ognizes the French Committee of 
National Liberation to administer 
ing those French overseas terri- 
tories which acknowledge its au- 
thority,” 

The British statemerit,-in Lon- 
don, added that recognition was 
accorded also to the committee’s 
“having assumed functions of the 
former French National Commit- 
tee authority, it was apparent that 
the Levant.” 

_ Subject to Military. 

United States recognition was 
made “subject to the military re- 
quirements of the Allied com- 
manders.” While the British went 
a bit farther and spoke of “con- 
sultation with the committee” in 
applying the principle of commit- 
tee authority, 1t was apparen that 
neither went as far as the com- 
mittee had desired. 

It was three months ago that 
De Gaulle and Giraud officially 
brought their combined forces into 
existence as one movement. After 
much wrangling the two factions 
sought through unity to gain au- 
thority and speed “their common 
es fort—liberation of France. 

Mr. Roosevelt said that while 
the United States was recognizing 
the committee “as functioning 
within specific limitations during 
the war,” he specified: “This state- 
ment does not constitute recogni- 
tion of a government of France 
or of the French empire by the 
government of the United States.” 

The British set out that “during 
the war military needs are para- 
mount and all controls for opera- 
tional purposes are in consequence 
reserved to the supreme command- 
er of Allied armies in the theater 
of operations,” 

The American government, Mr. 
Roosevelt said, “takes note, with 
sympathy, of the desire of the 
committee to be regarded as the 
body qualified to ensure the ad- 
ministration and defense of French 
interests. The extent to which it 
may be possible to give effect to 
this desire must however be re- 
served for consideration in each 
case as it grises.”

Two Swedish Boats 
Sunk in North Sea

swift investigation of the story 
told by. fishermen.of three other 
boats which, they said, managed 
tc elude the Nazi attack that sent 
two down in flames off Denmark, 
with a possible loss of 12 lives. 

If informed, the foreign office 
said the government would con- 


sider the case “extremely serious,” 
and the worst of a series of such 
incidents involving the Nazis since 
33 lives were lost in the sinking 
of the Swedish submarine Ulven 
last April 16. 


ishermen Filed. 


Reaching here from Goeteborg, 
where the fishermen were said to 
have fled, this story was told in a 
dispatch of the newspaper Tele- 
graph Agency TT (Tidningarnas 
Telegrambyra): 

Flying the neutral Swedish flag 
and with blue and gold Swedish 
insignia painted on their sides, the 
boats were operating close togeth- 
er in-international waters of the 
North Sea, off the northwest tip 
of Denmark last night. 

Sweeping in from the direction 
of revolt-torn Denmark where the 
Nazis nervously expect a possible 
Allied invasion try, the destroyers 
fired a salvo of warning shots, 
then opened ‘point-blank fire on 
the fishing fleet when only 50 
yards away. 

Three Ships Escape. 


Two boats went down flaming. 
At. least three others escaped— 
fleeing so swiftly they were un- 
able to see whether the warships 
picked up the victims. If not, 12 
Swedes may have lost their lives 

The incident comes in the same 
month that Sweden ordered the 
Nazis to stop shipping German 
troops and supplies across her neu- 
tral soil by railroad. The Nazi 
military traffic between Germany 
and Norway and Finland had op- 
erated for three years, and success 
of the Swedish cessation order pro- 
vided another cue for the angry 
Danes across the sea, already re- 
volting against the Nazi rule. 
They promptly increased their 
sabotage and strike campaign 
against Nazi transportation across 
occupied Denmark, tightening up 
troop and supply movements 
throughout the Balkan area. 

Ulven Sunk by Mine. 


The submarine Ulven was sunk 
in Swedish territorial waters, ap- 
parently by a German mine—the 
same day that a German merchant 
ship fired on the Swedish subma- 
rine Draken which also was in 
territorial waters. 

Since then, a Swedish naval tor- 
pedo boat has been fired on by 
the German gun crew of a Norwe- 
gian freighter, a Swedish plane 
has been fired on over the Bay of 
Bothnia and German planes have 
been reported over the Swedish 
naval base at Karlskrona. 

At che time of the Ulven inci- 
dent, Sweden had been waiting a 
Berlin reply to protests over Nazi 
mines in Swedish waters.

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Polio Sweeping 
Chicago; 60 Hit 
In 2-Day Period 


CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—(INS)— 

Thirty-four new cases of infantile 

and four Jeaths from the 

isease were reported today in 

Chicago’s Worst 24 hours of the 
current epidemic. 

Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, in re- 
leasing the latest figures, termed 
it the worst day the city has ever 
had in a poliomyelitis epidemic, 
including the 1917 crisis. 

In addition to the 34 new cases 
within the city the past 24 hours 
have seen three new cases crop up 
in the suburban areas beyond the 
city limits. 

The disease has shown a steady 
spread in Chicago, with today’s 
new cases topping yesterday’s all- 
time high of 26 victirrs stricken. 

The disease since July 1 has 
made 351 victims ill in Chicago 
and Cook county, and 36 fatalities 
have resulted. Within Chicago 
proper 260 persons have been af- 
flicted, with 27 deaths resulting. 

Today’s figures demonstrated 
that the disease is spreading north- 
ward with 16 of the new cases re- 
ported from the north section of 
the city. 

Scientists under the direction of 
Dr. Bundesen were studying with 
eare the role mosquitoes may be 
playing in spreading the disease. 
Exhaustive tests made with Lake 
Michigan water, which indicated 
that some other carrier was re- 
sponsible, caused authorities to 
turn to the mosquito as the possi- 
ble carrier. | 

Working with city authorities 
was Dr. Joseph L. Melnick, Yale 
University authority, who was 
sent here by the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis:

As Mosquitoes kept up their 
“insomnia” tactics on the German 
capital, the British broadcasting 
system said the Nazi government 
was arranging to scatter itself to 
occupied territory to the east and 
southeast. 


Late this afternoon U. S. Eighth 
Air Force Marauder medium 
bombers, with RAF, Dominion 
and Allied Spitfirés running in- 
terference, heaped new explosive 
destruction on Nazi airdromes at 
Caen in Normandy, a joint Amer- 
ican-British communique an- 
nounced. The Spitfires then swept 
over northern France in a fur- 
ther offensive. 

Returning crews reported good 
bombing results. 

RCAF Spitfires blasted two en- 
emy fighters out of the sky. No 
Allied planes were lost. : 

American Marauders. 

_ The American Marauders, mak- 
ing their fourth raid in five days 
and one of their longest north- 
western operational sweeps, were 
reported to have hit at least one 
hangar at the Normandy fighter 
base as they availed themselves 
of a break in low-hanging clouds 
in the bombing run. 
_Antiaircraft fire generally was 
light, but one of the raiders was 
damaged by flak over the target. 
The plane lost altitude over the 
English channel on the way home, 
but under a protecting canopy of 
Spitfires, its pilot, weg a Marion 
Morgan, of Augusta, Ga., brought 
it in safely. 

Staff Sergeant Peter Lombardo, 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., engineer-gun- 
ner of the damaged ship, said he 
could see bombs hurtle directly 
onto the target area. Private 
George F. Folland, of Falkner, 
Miss., turret gunner, said “we 
knocked hell out of it (the tar- 


get).” 
Britons Pleased. 

Britons, meanwhile, eagerly 
awaited moonless nights so they 
might hear of further mass show- 
ers of devastation on Berlin, per- 
haps before the weekend. They 
feel the RAF won't waste time, 
when nature co-operates, to fol- 
low up the heavy Monday night 
assault on the Reich capital. 

Gestapo Chief Heinrich Himm- 
ler’s ministry of the interior ap- 
parently was headed for Prague, 
the BBC said in reporting the ex- 
odus of a half million to Poland. 
The broadcast overseas declared 
the foreign ministry might move 
to Vienna, the ministry of educa- 
tion to Posen and the labor min- 
istry to Krakow. 

Other sections of the fugitive 
population was traveling to the 
Baltic states and Austria, the BBC 
stated. Many Germans were said 
to be entering Poland reluctantly 
fearing for their lives when vic- 
tory by the United Nations frees 
the Poles.

The secretary of state cut op- 
erating expenses to more than off- 
set dwindling income, and closed 
the fiscal year with $1,918.46 cash 
in the bank, State Auditor B. ‘%. 
Thrasher Jr, reported yesterday. 

The office of Secretary of State 
John B. Wilson was operated at a 
cost of $112,045.64, which was $5,- 
171.42 less than the $117,216.76 of 
1942, Thrasher said. Operating ex- 
penses in 1941 were $116,770.69. 

Revenue collected by the secre- 
tary for the past fiscal year, which 
closed June 30, 1943, totaled $99,- 
725.71, which was $5,798.50 less 
than the $105,523.21 taken in in 
1942, the audit showed. Revenue 
collected in 1941 amounted to 
$112,841.44. 

The following fees were report- 
ed during the year: Certification 
and filing in constitutional office 


| division, $2,202.97; corporation fil- 


ing or registering fees, $2,990.82; 
certificates in archives and history 
division, $2; fees from building 
and loan associations for filing 
$975, and examinir = $115; corpo- 
rations for filing charters, $4,-

A small group of welcoming of- 
ficers, both British and American, 
were presented to him by Captain 
Humphrey D. Tollemache, R. N., 
chief of the Washington office of 
combined operations (Comman- 
dos). In the group were Major 
R. A. F. Williams, acting military 
attache at the British embassy 
and Brigadier General A. 
Wedemeyer, of the War Depart- 
ment general staff. 

“I feel very honored to have 
been appointed to the southeast 
Asia command,” Mountbatten said.

“As you know it is an Allied 
command, and I am particularly 
proud that there will be United 
States forces and British forces 
fighting side by side with our Chi- 
nese allies until we have finally 
thrown.out the Japs and the final 
victory is won.”

President Roosevelt’s report on lend-lease, 
in so far as the message for the peoples of Axis 
dominated lands contained therein, should be 
read in conjunction with his speech at Ottawa, 
in. which: he volced stern warning to Hitler 
and the German leaders that they would be 
wise to surrender now. 

Thus the President sends two messages to 
the enemy peoples in Europe, one a promise 
and the other a promise and a threat, 

First, he holds to the peoples of war-torn 
Europe, including the Germans and Italians, 
the hope of political self-determination and 
economic security, for all save the “responsible 
Fascist leaders.” Then, sternly he warns those 
same criminal leaders of coming assaults of 
such intensity and holding such potentials of 
horror that nothing their distraught lands have 
yet undergone can give more than hint of the 
death and destruction yet to come. 

The President, fresh from the Quebec con- 
ference, speaks with th~ knowledge of the 
irresistible war power which will be turned 
loose against the enemy unless they quickly 
realize the inevitable and accept the only 
terms they can for peace, unconditional sur- 
rencer. 

That the Allies will not hesitate to use everv 
weapon, every war resource in their hands, is 
revealed in his phrase, “victory in ‘the short- 
est possible time.” That means the campaign 
of utter deéstruction from the air will be 
intensified, that we shall attack and attack 
with every weapon in our armory, at every 
possible point, by land and sea and air. 

The warning has been given. Whatever 
comes to the enemy peoples will be their own 
responsibility. The promise, too, has been 
voiced, the promise of self-rule and security 
to come. The longer they refuse to listen, the 
longer will the day of their release be post- 
poned. 

It was good advice he gave when he told 
the enemy leaders, in simplest language, that 
the best course they can pursue is to “sur- 
render now!”

Farming for Profit 


Any farmer, be he owner, tenant or share- 


cropper, who “just can’t make farming pay,” 
would do well to journey to the 35-acre farm 
of Charles L. Roberts, near Doerun, Ga., and 
have a talk with a 65-year-old Negro farmer 
named Addison, who has totaled net sales of 
$5,685 from the first of the year through 
August 15 for products he raised on that farm. 
To make the story of his success more im- 
pressive he has seyeral more crops to harvest 
and ample time in which to gather them, 

As to “man power” to conduct his farming 
operations, Addison was aided by his wife, a 
daughter and an 18-year-old son who was 
given deferred draft status. The Negro farmer 
has yet to harvest and market eight acres 
of cotton, six acres of runner peanuts, and 
three acres of improved sugar cane. For late 
fall crops he has planted four acres of turnips 
and three acres of collards. His fertilizer bill 
for the total acreage was $485. The farm 
possesses a three-acre Concord grape vineyard 
and ample permanent pasture. 

The success of this aged Negro farmer em- 
phasizes the necessity of diversification in the 
farming activities of any Georgian who desires 
to farm for profit. He not only “lives at home,” 
avoiding the purchase of all necessities he can 
produce himself, but has a surplus to sell if he 
grows products of salable quality. Moreover, his 
“eggs are not all in one basket”; if one crop 
is a failure or brings a low price when market- 
ed, he has others which may fare better. 

“Cotton up to the kitchen door” is no 
longer the rule on Georgia farms. Those who 
are making farming a profitable vocation diver- 
sify their crops and raise poultry and live- 
stock.

Russia and the Peace 

There are two factors involved in any 
possibility of a separate peace between Russia 
and Germany. These two points have, appar- 
ently, been overlooked by all the rumor-spread- 
ers and commentators. Yet they rate as the 
two decisive factors in any such possibility. 

First, Stalin, more than a year ago, joined 
with other United Nations leaders in a pledge 
there should be no separate peace. We have 
absolutely no reason to suspect Stalin or the 
Russian people of any duplicity when that 
promise was made. . 

Second, there is no nation in Europe or 
Asia which is more vitally concerned in destroy- 
ing all possibility of any future recrudescence 
of German militarism. When Germany is utter- 
ly defeated, it is Russia which, for her own 
future safety, will be most anxious to see there 
is no possible danger of Germany ever again 
destroying the peace of the world. Stalin 
cannot be anxious for additional territory, 
beyond that deemed necessary to make Soviet 
borders safe from future invasion. But Stalin 
would be foolhardy to make a peace with 
Germany that left one grain of chance of 
future aggression from Russia’s western bord- 
ers. 

It has been stated that Stalin desires, when 
Germany is crushed, to so completely strip 
Naziland of metal, even to the extent of re- 
roving railroad tracks, that Germany forever 
after must remain only an agrarian nation. 
That does not sound like a man who would 
accept any sort of peace short of uncondi- 
tional surrender. 

Undoubtedly it is to the advantage of 
Germany to sow as much distrust as possible 
between the English-speaking allies to the 
west, and Russia. That the recent wave of 
distrust of Russia which has highlighted the 
rumor markets of this country in recent weeks 
stems from German propaganda is evident. 

It is high time we, as a people, ceased to 
permit ourselves to be gullible victims of every 
piece of propaganda fired over the air waves 
from the Goebbels headquarters. Instead we 
should hold firmly to faith in all who fight 
with us.

There could have been no more popular 
choice for high commander of the new Allied 
offensive coming in southeast Asia, than Lord 
Louis Mountbatten. Both in Britain and in 
the United States, this cousin of King George 
VI is a figure of dashing, spectacular, fighting 
leadership. 

As commander of Britain’s famed Com- 
mando troops he is credited with working out 
that precise co-ordination of attack by land, 
sea and air forces at the same time that has 
made the very word “commando” a symbol 
of dread in all enemy lands. 

The new command will use India and China 
as bases for the coming assault against the 
Japanese in Burma. Forces of both the United 
States and Great Britain will be. employed, 
just as they have been, under General Eisen- 
hower in North Africa and Sicily, and under 
General MacArthur in the southwest Pacific. 
Lord Mountbatten is the first British leader 
to be given supreme Allied command. 

The announcement of the new commander 
is the first step leading to that heavier assault 
against the Japanese which was indicated as 
mapped at the Quebec conference. 

Climatic conditions make it unlikely that 
any new Burma campaign can be launched be- 
fore October but, when it does come, the con- 
ditions of terrain make it certain that the 
type of fighting will closely correspond to the 
Commando tactics of which Mountbatten Is 
master.

G. 0. P. TREND TO DEWEY 
‘ Evidence is accumulating that 


Governor Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, is growing in favor 
among Republicans as the party’s choice for the 1944 presidential 
nomination. 

Practically all of the current and recent polls on the presidential 
outlook give the youthful New York Governor 
the preference. Although he has publicly an- 
nounced that he is not a candidate, he con- 
tinues to hold a definite edge over such will- 
ing contenders as Wendell L. Willkie, the party’s 
1940 nominee, and Governor John W. Bricker, 
of Ohio. 

What the situation will be early next sum- 
mer, when the nominating conventions are 
scheduled to meet, cannot be foreseen, of course. 
But if the present trend toward Dewey con- 
tinues, the nomination would seem to be his 
for the asking. 

Both Mr. Willkie and Governor Bricker 
have their strong elements of support within 

re the party. Of the two, Willkie seems by far 
the strongest nationally. The Bricker following thus far has been 
confined largely to Ohio and neighboring states. 

These about make up the list of 1944 potentials, since Senator 
Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, and Senator Robert A, Taft, 
of Ohio, two of the leading candidates in 1940, have asked that,their 
names be withdrawn from consideration. General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, our South Pacific military commander, continues to be men- 
tioned, but his suggested candidacy is too nebulous at the moment 
to warrant serious consideration. 


WHY DEWEY LEADS Dewey is the favorite among the rank 


and file of Republicans chiefly be- 
cause he seems to offer greater prospects of victory than any other 
candidate the party is able to offer. He is given this rating by 
virtue of the fact that last year he emerged as the first Repub- 
lican governor to be elected in New York in more than 20 years. 


As to the importance of New York, with its 47 electoral votes, 
in Republican calculations, it is pointed out by trained political 
observers that the Democrats might still win next year without 
carrying the state, but the Republicans can hardly count on victory 
without including the Empire State. Dewey by his proved vote- 
getting appeal is thought to be more likely to hold the state than 
either Willkie or Bricker. 

But Governor Dewey is not an aspirant for the 1944 honors, 
He has stated unequivocally he is not and will not become a can- 
didate. He has even gone so far as to say he will step on any move- 
ment launched to line up delegates in his behalf. Under the circum- 
stances, it is all the more interesting that he should still be re- 
garded as the favorite. 

No one doubts the sincerity of the New York Governor. Those 
who have talked with him on the subject say he has fully made up 
his mind, 


IF HE REFUSED Nevertheless, it would be interesting to see 

what would happen if the Republicans 
should nominate him against his wishes after an initial deadlock 
in the next national convention. He could not very well refuse. If 
he did he would seem to ruin his future chances in the party. All 
because a refusal to run would be accepted as an admission of Re- 
publican defeat. No man has been known to turn down the presi- 
dency for the first time. 

Many political observers believe that Dewey is playing an astute 
game politically. As a young man still in his early forties he has 
plenty of time in the future to select a more propitious moment for 
seeking the presidency, if his ambitions run in that direction. 


More of a realist than most of the leaders in his party, Dewey 
probably realizes that, under the present outlook, President Roose- 
velt’s re-election is té be accepted as a foregone conclusion. If he 
did not have methods of his own for testing public sentiment, the 
various polls that have been made on the situation recently would 
tend to point unmistakably to this conclusion. 


SECOND TRY RARE If he accepted the nomination next year 
and were disastrously defeated, his 


availabilty as a future candidate would be seriously affected. Un- 
like the Democrats, the Republicans have a traditional opposition 
to giving a presidential candidate a second try. That explains much 
of the present-day opposition to Willkie. It also explains why 
Herbert Hoover has never been a major influence in the party since 
his defeat for a second term in 1932, 

But if Dewey could hold off until 1948, say, his chances might 
be far better. The war will certainly be over by then and most 
of the problems of peace will have been settled, it is assumed. Un- 
less the Democrats are smarter than they have shown evidence of 
being, the normal expectation is that a reaction will set in against 
the party in power by then. Mr. Roosevelt seems good for one 
more election, but after that anything may happen, 

From the record he has made thus far, Governor Dewey can 
reasonably count on election to another four-year term in 1946 with- 
out much difficulty. New York state has a habit of returning its 
governors who make good records. Hence he would likely be in 
an even more commanding position in 1948, as regards the presi- 
dency, than he will be next year. 

Governor Dewey, no amateur in politics, is believed to be think- 
ing along these lines. He appears to be holding himself in reserve 
for a time when the circumstances attending his candidacy are more 
favorable. That being true, he is playing a very astute game.

The war against Britain and 
France was touched off by an act 
of appeasement on Russia’s part, 
the treaty which guaranteed Hit- 
ler peace as long as he cared to 
maintain the peace on his eastern 
front. As Joseph Davies has told 
us in his book and on the screen, 
Stalin was not ready and wanted 
more time to work out the mys- 
terious preparations which deceiv- 
ed not only our own military dig- 
nitaries but Hitler himself. Stalin, 
then, like Chamberlain, was will- 
ing to sacrifice other nations, and 
the most democratic nations in 
Europe, at that, to save his own 
people if he could but, at least, 
to gain time when the watchword 
of the hour was “It’s later than 
you think!” 


Chamberlain has been accused 
of preferring Hitlerism to Bol- 
shevism, although the case for 
that contention is not convincing. 
He may only have reckoned that 
Hitlerism, by reason of the geo- 
graphical situation and of Britain’s 
seeming helplessness right under 
the guns, was the more immediate 
menace. But even if it be grant- 
ed that he did prefer Hitlerism 
as the less hideous of the two 
scourges, was he more guilty than

ONE WORD MORE

NOT SANTA CLAUS One of the things that this country 


has the most-mistaken idea about is 
lend-lease. The general opinion seems to be that we are playi 
Santa Claus, in a large and careless manner, to all the nations of 
the world. 

We began lend-lease on March 11, 1941. It was one of Mr. 

Roosevelt’s moves, and it was, for that reason, 
- bitterly opposed. 

No matter what your politics, you may thank 
God for it. 

It has quite literally saved us from defeat, 
It kept England in the war, and without Eng- 
land as a base for operations we could not expect 
a successful invasion of the continent. England 
is not merely a base for supplies, but a huge 
airplane base. How huge an air base it is can- 
not be said. But it is huge. 

Lend-lease kept Russia in the war. It has 
enabled Russia to stage her great offensive, 
now in progress. 

While China has got relatively little, she 
has got enough to sustain the hope of more. It 
is almost impossible to get real aid to China 
without new roads. They are a year or more 
away. Meanwhile, we get aid in as best we can. 

Australia is another commonwealth where 

we have taken lend-lease. There are still other fields of a smaller 
Lae not unimportant position where lend-lease has been of great 
elp. 

Now, when it is added up, the cost sheet will show that we 
have given more than we have received in so far as actual cost 
is concerned. The answer to that is that for all the time we were 
not in the war these nations kept fighting and were not defeated. 
The cost to us, in lives and materials, is much less because of what 
we lent to these nations. We have been repaid many times over. 
Any plan looking to repayment would be unreasonable and un- 
worthy. A great many thousand American boys will come home 
safesbecause of what we lent and the war will not last as long as it 
would without lend-lease. ' 

hy are getting payment in more precious goods than we have 
sent. 
BENEFITS In England I saw that we took over many airfields 
which were already built. We were getting some 
food, considerable equipment, a large number of small automobiles, 
and various other supplies. 

I saw some ready-built hospitals which we took over. 

Most important, there were a great many large homes which 
were taken over in a lend-lease arrangement. I stayed in one at 
an air base headquarters which had a mere 400 rooms in it. It 
was crowded, too. I stayed in another which had only 230 rooms 
and it was crowded. I slept on army cots which were placed in 
profusion in the rooms assigned for sleeping persons. 

One of the homes belonged to one of the Guinness family. One 
of those staying in the house said he felt more at home there than 
any of the others in the house. 

“You see,” he explained, “for many years I have been a patron 
of the Guinness family’s business and I feel that I have a sort of 
personal interest in the house. The rest of you are welcome, of 
course, but I am the No. 1 guest.” 

A large number of these houses have been turned over to the 
American Army and Air Force. The saving, of course, is immense. 

We are getting a wide variety of “services” for which we ordi- 
narily would pay. Some of our troops are being transported in 
English vessels. Transportation in England is being handled for 
us through lend-lease. 

: It is by no means a one-sided agreement. 
in return. 


DOLLARS AND CENTS During the last world war, now 

: known as World War One, it cost 
this country about $140,000,000 per month for goods purchased for 
our troops in England and in France. d 
Last December the cost of these same goods for a large Army 
in England was $25,000. We were getting enough from lend-lease to 
make the use of goods and services for our troops a relatively 
negligible figure. 

In the New Zealand and Southwest Pacific area we have pur- 
chased almost no meat, eggs and butter. We have got it through 
—e and the saving is not to be established in dollars and 
cents. 

There is, for instance, not merely the cost of those articles and 
foods in this country. We would have had to ship them and we did 
not have enough ships. We would have been late with supplies and 
we would have had to build many more ships than we are going to 
build. The same is true of thé services and goods received in 
England. 3 

Lend-lease has worked and is working. It saved their necks. 
And it is not well to forget it saved our own necks.

Much of it was copied from the Hebrew and Christian religions. 
It was built around the same characters, from Abraham to Jesus. 
It used some of the same incidents and the same ethical rules. And 
Mohammed made no claim to being more than a mere man, without 
miraculous powers. . 

The spiritual power of the religion derived from the teaching 
that Allah, the one God, controls and directs all things, so that man 
himself is absolved of all responsibility for what happens. It is the 
will of Allah, and therefore must be good. 

Islam, the name which Mohammed chose for his religion, was 
derived from the verb “aslama,” which meant submission or sur- 
render. So the devout Islamite, whose faith, developed in earliest 
childhood, is unquestioning and absolute, surrentiers completely to 
the will of Allah and accepts all things with fatalistic resignation, 
knowing that all must be well since Allah arranged it so. 

But Hitti exaggerates when he says of Islam: “Its adherents 
enjoy a contentment and resignation unknown among followers of 
other creeds.” 

It is true that Mohammedans, who are more numerous than any 
other religious body—unless all Christian sects are counted as one— 
are as a class more contented and resigned than any other. 

But I have known a few Christians—always well along in years— 
whose trust in the Lord was absolute, and who therefore lived in 
complete contentment and resignation. They did their best, and 
then felt no concern for the outcome. 

When others complained, they answered: “It is not for us to 
question His plans. If we are hurt—if we can’t understand—we 
still know that all will be well in the end, for He is doing it. We 
are His creatures and He loves us; so whatever happens, we are 
safe in His care.” 

Faith like that, by whatever name, must bring complete content- 
ment and the “peace of Géd, which passeth understanding.” It 
leaves nothing to worry about.

Strike Danger Nazis Trick 


To Doom With Baby 


Seen in Bonut 
Of Injunction 


A temporary injunction restrain- 
ing the National War Labor Board 
from holding a panel heariug in 
a dis between the Laundry 
Wor International Union 
(AFL) and an Atlanta laundry 
Was granted yesterday by Judge 
Walter C, Hendrix in .ulton su- 
perior court on petition of the 
Linen Service Company. 

It was ile second time within 
10 days a Georgia state court had 
granted an order restraining the 
WLB, a federal agercy, from hold- 
ing a hearing in a dispute between 
the union and laundries. A sim- 
ilar order was granted last week 
by Judge John Rourke Jr. in Chat- 
ham (Savannah) superior court. 

After the order kad been issued, 
A, Farmer, union spokesman, said 
there “is grave possibility of a 
strike.” 

Joseph Jacobs, attorney for the 
union, said the union seeks recog: 
nition as collective bargaining 
agent for the employes, and a con- 
tract. 

Jacobs said approximately 80 
workers were involved in the 
service company case, but that the 
union had between 2,500 and 3,000 
members ir. Atlanta. 

Jacobs said the union wanted to 
adhere to the American Federa- 
tion of Labor policy of no strike 
during the war, “but most of these 
people are making $8 to $15 a 
week, and it is impossible to say 
what may result from this injunc- 
tion.” 

John Westmoreland, attorney 
for the company, said the com- 
pany maintains its position in the 
petition ‘that there is no dispute 
with its employes and a strike is 
not threatened.

Belgian 


LONDON, Aug. 26—(AP)—How the Germans used his | 
crying baby to trick a Belgian into a confession of espionage | 
and then shot him was described in a booklet on “Punishment | 


for War Crimes,” 
Committee. 

The document depicted a 
mounting wave of terror and op- 
pression throughout Europe as the 
conquered peoples prepare for the 
coming of the Allied liberators. 

While the Belgian had not seen 
his family in many months, he 
refused to talk. Then the Nazis 
placed his wife and child in an 
adjoining room. He heard his wife 
talking and the baby cry “Daddy.” 

In an ecstasy of hope, the un- 
fortunate man gave in. But in- 
stead of opening the door to the 
family, the Germans immediately 
jumped on the prisoner and beat 
him until he collapsed. Then he 
was dragged by the feet into the 
courtyard and executed on the 
spot. 

The evidence against the Nazis, 
collected through underground 
channels, gives virtually the same 
story in every country—arrests, 
torture, hostages,. wholesale mas- 
sacres, forced labor, -concentra- 
a camps, and systematic starva- 
ion. 

It declared that in France from 
50 to 100 hostages were shot for 
each German found dead. 

Elsewhere, the value of a dead 
Nazi apparently varies. 

In one Polish city, 60 people 
were shot after a German police- 
man was killed. Another Hitler- 
ite corpse cost the lives of 100 
hostages, and in the Vilno district,

HYDE PARK, Wednesday.—Some time ago the Foreign Policy 
Association, Inc., issued a short report.

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Welles’ Future Rests 
In President’s Hands 


By RICHARD G. MASSOCK. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—(AP)—The enigma of Under- 
secretary of State Sumner Welles’ future lay in the White 
House tonight, with a solution of the war-widened rift be- 
tween him and Secretary Cordell Hull expected next week. 


Confirmation of Welles’ report- 
ed resignation from the No. 2 post 
in American diplomacy awaited 
President Roosevelt's return from 
Canada and his further consid- 


eration of the case. 

Whether this would mean the 
end to a distinguished career of 
28 years in that diplomacy for the 
tall, suave, icily correct exponent 
of good neighborliness in the 
Americas and postwar collabora- 
tion in the world at large remain- 
ed to be seen. 

Moscow Post Hinted. 
There are some who want, 
Velles to go to Moscow as the 

personal representative of his 
close friend, President Roosevelt, 
to co-ordinate, if possible, the So- 
viet policies with those of the 
United States and Great Britain. 

It has been suggested, howev- 
er, that Welles, if virtually dis- 
missed frem his post, may prefer 
to leave public life entirely, al- 
though he is only 51 years old. 

The split between the two top 
men in the State Department had 
its inception, apparently, in a 
long-existing struggle for control 
of foreign policy and, to a certain 
degree, in a personal antipathy be- 
tween the two men. 

Natural Diplomat. 

Critics of Welles concede that 
he is studious, brilliant and a nat- 
ural diplomat of unusually full 
experience. But even his friends 
ixeknowledge that he is formal, 
austere and forbidding to all but 
his intimates, who are few. His 
cold, unbending, lone-wolf pro- 
clivities may explain his inability 
to get along with Hull on more 
cordial terms. 

Their differences probably stem 
Welles’ ‘2ndency to take 
matters in his own hands and cut 
through not only the red tape oi 
bureaucracy but also. relations 
among chiefs. 

Some of his associates in the 
State Department have resented, 
for instance, Welles’ practice of 
sending instructions direct to divi- 
scion chiefs who are under them in 
the pyramidal hierarchy of the 
department. Hull resented all the 
more such practices with regard 
to him, particularly Welles’ re- 
ported habit of going over his 
head directly to President Roose- 
velt with diplomatic problems. 

Differ on French Problem. 

Within the department, it was 
said that Hull and Welles differed 
over the handling of american re- 
lations with the French in North 
Africa. Welles objected to dealing 
with the late Admiral Jean Dar- 
lan.

In Food Yield 


NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—(4)— 
Marvin Jones, war food adminis- 
trator, said today that a 5 per 
cent increase in food production 
over 1942 was in prospect this 
year and that production might 
be stepped up another 5 per cent 
next year. 

“I want to underscore the fact 
that we are reserving out of this 
record food production a supply 
adequate for essential civilian nu- 
trition,” he said. “Starvation is not 
just around the corner this year. 
And it never was.” 

Speaking at a meeting of ad- 
vertisers uring them to co-operate 
in the governmental “Food Fights 
for Freedom” educational cam- 
paign, which he termed “the 
most important campaign on this 
front that has yet been developed 
in this war,” Jones said: 

“Getting the facts to the peo- 
ple is a complex job because the 
facts are complex. There are a 
number of paradoxes in the food 
Situation. For example, some of 
the foods that the American peo- 
ple most desire, they can’t buy in 
the quantities that they want and 
have the money to pay for. A 
good many ‘assume that this is 


falling off. That’s wrong.”

WASHINGTON, Aug’ 26.—() 
Violations of the draft law are 


running far below those of the 
last war although about twice as 
many have been drafted as were 
called in 1917-18, 

From October, 1940, through 
June 30, 1943, there were 6,116 
convictions of violating the selec- 
tive service act, Assistant Attor- 
ney General Wendell Berge re- 
ported today. In the first World 
War, about 10,000 draft evaders 
were prosecuted in the first year 
alone. 

Failure to Register. 

Most of the convictions under 
the present law have been for 
failure to register, failure to re- 
turn questionnaires and failure to 
report for induction. Penalties 
range from fines and prison sen- 
tences of less than one month to 
imprisonment for five years. Pro- 
bation was granted in 1,317 cases. 

Berge said the record indicated 
“a praiseworthy attitude of loyal- 
ty and co-operation on the part of 
the American people.” 

“Our young men have answered 
the call to service in a wholly 
commendable way,” Berge added. 
“Previous efforts to raise an 
Army by conscription have been 
accompanied by some ugly in- 
stances of mass evasion and ‘draft 
riots.’ ” 

Department’s Policy. 

The department’s policy, Berge 
said, “has been dictated by a de- 
sire to get men into the armed 
forces, not to harass the negli- 
gent and forgetful.” Prosecution 
has been resorted to, he added, 


only in cases of “willful violations 


of the law.” 

Of those convicted, 2,071 were 
professed conscientious objectors. 
Machinery is provided under the 
act to pass on the _ validity of 
claims for exemption on _ the 
grounds of conscientious objec- 
tion. If the claim is not granted, 
and the person then refuses to 
perform the full or limited service 
to which he is ordered, his status 
is the same as any other yiolator 
of the act.

HEADQUARTERS OF THE U,

Smoke Still Swirling 
Over Berlin’s Rubble 


STOCKHOLM, Aug. 26.—(AP)—Smoke was reported still 
swirling over much of Berlin tonight and thousands of per- 
sons camped under the stars outside the city as Nazi authori- 
ties sought to “buck up” the population to face new raids. 


“We must hold out,” said Dr. 
Robert Ley, Adolf Hitler’s trade 
union commissioner, writing in the 
newspaper Der Angriff on the 
RAF raid Monday night on the 
German capital, which was re 
ported from neutral sources to 
have caused tremendous damage. 


“These are hard days and often 
our nation’s nerves are strained to 
the utmost,” Dr. Ley continued. 
“The enemy is suffering heavy 
losses and by now they must be 
convinced of the strength of our 
defenses.” 


Damage Indicated. 


By that last sentence the Nazi 
labor Nader indicated- Berlin was 
hit heavily, although the Nazis 
have enforced a tight contro! over 
neutral correspondents and have 
endeavored to prevent news of the 
extent of the damage in Berlin 
from leaking out.

Shortage Seen, 


Migiiniers Told 


CHATTANOOGA, Aug. 26.—(/P) 
Federal agencies are “faced with 
the necessity of choosing between 
a readjustment of milk prices or a 
milk shortage without parallel,” 
W. P. Cotten, of Washington, a 
representative of the National 
Milk Producers Association, as- 
serted here today. 

Cotten addressed a meeting of 
some 25 producers from several 
southern states, called to discuss 
what one of them described as a 
“price squeeze which has dairy: 
men on the rocks.” Tennessee, 
Alabama, Georgia and Texas pro- 
ducers’ associations were repre- 
sented at the meeting. 


Cotten said testimony at a price | 


hearing yesterday in Cincinnati in- 
dicated that while milk production 
costs in that area, due to rising 
costs of feed and labor, had ad- 
vanced $1.75 per hundredweight 
1942, and August 
15, 1943, price increases had 
amounted to only 81 cents. The 
factors must be kept in closer line, 
he added, or the milk producers 
will have to turn 6 other farm 
enterprises.

Circuit Court Judge Guy A. Mil-

Judge Miller orderéd the receiv- 
er for a bankrupt manufacturing 
company to sel’ the firm’s machin- 
ery at auction to the highest bid- 
der, without regard for price ceil- 
ings which, he said, are without 
legal foundation. 

“So far as this court is con- 
cerned,” dudge Miller said, “the 
OPA order is of no effect. 

“The receiver in this matter will 
be directed ... to accept bids at 
any figure that may be secured, 
regardless of _whether they are 
above or below the alleged selling 
prices fixed by the OPA.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—(4)— 
The Commerce Department said 
tonight that from a food stand- 
point Italy normally was _— 
the more nearly self-supporting » 
the industralized countries of Eu- 
rope. 

Taking note in its foreign com- 
merce weekly of reports of an 
acute Italian food shortage, the 
department said that those who 
believe the present war-time situa- 
tion there represents the country’s 
normal position failed to take into 
account several factors. 

It listed among these the drain 
of food supplies caused by the 
necessity of feeding a large army 
in the field, shipments of many 
foodstuffs to Germany and the 
hoarding of crops by peasants 
“who consider stores of food more 
desirable than the lire with which 
they can buy little clothing or 
other commodities.”

Oakes’ “Widow 
Testifies He 
Broke His Will 


NASSAU, Bahamas; Aug. 26.— 
(P)—The widow of Sir Harry 
Oakes, testifying against the son- 
in-law accused of murdering her 
fabulously wealthy husband, re- 
vealed in court today that a break 
between the two men caused Sir 
Harry to change his will. 

With faltering lips, Lady Eunice 
Oakes told how the accused man— 
dashing, twice-divorced Alfred de 
Marigny—married her eldest 
daughter Nancy against the fam- 
ily’s wishes, and then caused a 
rift between the young girl and 
her parents. 

. Both the 19-year-old, red-haired 
Nancy and her 34-year-old hus- 
band sat close enough in the tiny 
magistrate’s court to hear every 
low-spoken word uttered by the 
once-beautiful witness who has 
aged by years in appearance since 
the bludgeoned and burned body 
of her. husband was found last 
month in a sea-side villa near here. 

With Lady Oakes’ testimony, 
the prosecution climaxed its 
weeks-long presentation against de 
Marigny, who was arrested July 
9, the day after Sir Harry’s body 
was discovered. After one more 
witness has appeared tomorrow, 
Magistrate F. E. Field will be ask- 
ed that the prisoner be held for 
jury trial on a charge of murder. 

Sir Harry changed his will last 
February, the witness declared, 
soon after he learned that Nancy 
was pregnant, even though she 
was barely recovering from a 
near-fatal attack of typhoid fever 
and was seriously ill of a mouth 
infection. 

She and Sir Harry were “fright- 
fully upset” last year, Lady Oakes 
declared. “We knew that Alfred 
still was living with his former 
wife, or whatever one calls a di- 
vorced wife.”

Foggia Treetop Blow 
Called Huge Success

26.—(AP)—Waves of Lightning fighters, shooting their way 


across Italy at treetop height, 
successful air attacks yesterday when Flyin 
Liberators smashed Foggia airdrome, its,1 


opened one of the war's most 
Fortresses and 
satellite fields 


and the railroad yards into smoking ruins. 


Completely surprising air and 
ground crews, the twin-tailed 
Lightnings darted over their tar- 
gets with cannon and machineguns 
spitting a hail of lead which cut 
down swaths of fleeing Germans 
and Italians and set strings of 
bright fires in hangars and planes. 

Then ‘he Liberators and Fort- 
resses, in successive waves, roared 
onto the scene and tumbled their 
heavy loads of high explosive and 
splinter bombs onto the fields 
which were left-a ghastly chaos 
of craters, flaming buildings and 
blackened aircraft. 


26 Enemy Planes Downed. 


At least 26 enemy planes were 
knocked out of the sky in the all- 
American attack, raising to 175 
the total of Axis aircraft destroyed 
in air battle since last Thursday. 
Scores more were wrecked on the 
ground and from 200 to 300 dead 
and wounded were left sprawling, 
i. was announced at Allied head- 
quarters. 

The specially equipped Light- 
Lings, making their longest and 
biggest flight at such low height 
in this theater, were greeted by 
friendly waves of the people as 
they skimmed along at less than 
100. feet. 

The roundtrip was at least 440 
miles from the nearest Allied air 
bases in Sicily, 800 miles from Tu- 
nisia. 

“We could see the Italians and 
Jerries running when we ap- 
proached,” said one flight leader, 
First Lieutenant Harold P. Harper, 
of Bakersfield, Cal. 

One antiaircraft gunner was 
seen to dive for his foxhole so fast 
he missed it entirely, then picked 
himself up and went in headfirst, 
with his feet waving in the air. 

Others stopped to hurl rocks and 
chunks of wood and fire their pis- 
tole in impotent rage at the low: 
flving raiders. 

Raid Leader Decorated. 

The daring and timing of the 
unorthodox attack and its spectac- 
ular suc brought a  Distin- 
guished Fliving Cross for Lieuten- 
ant Colonel George Macnicol, of 
Memphis, Tenn., its organizer and 
leader, from Lieutenant General 
Carl A. Spaatz, who ran out onto 
the Lightnings’ home field and 
pinned the decoration on Macni- 
col’s dusty tunic without formality 
or fanfare. 

The assault on Foggia, 80 miles 
northeast of Naples, was accompa- 
nied by an attack on the rail cen-

RAF four-engined Liberators 
and Halifaxes from the Middle 
East also hit Crotone on the Gulf 
o. Taranto Tuesday night, damag-

Other Lightnings ana Warhawks, 
sweeping the Italian toe, strafed 
a 20-car troop train at Potenza 
and five locomotives at Sapri, and 
attacked other cars, engines and 
road transport at Rochetta, Lucera 
and Sinoli. 


15 Allied Planes Lost. 


Altogether 15 Allied-planes were 
ost. 

The extreme low-level of the 
Lightning attack apparently threw 
the whole Foggia area into confu- 
sion, making the enemy's detec- 
tion devices useless and upsetting 
the antiaircraft gunners. 

The first waves riddled rows of 
JU-88 bombers 7nd JU-52 trans- 
ports before a shot could be fired 
at them. 

Enemy planes tr'ed to et off, 
but few made it, and one big 
JU-52 crashed in flames, as the 
Lightnings arrived at deadly pre- 
cise intervals of five and 10 min- 
utes. ¢ 

While the enemy gunners w 
still stunned by this terrific straf- 
ing, the Liberators from the mid« 
dle east command arrived and be- 
gan hammering the railroad yards 
with 130,000 pounds of bombs. 
The Liberators shot down seven 
enemy fighters, which had man- 
aged to get into the air from some 
of the satellite or nearby landing 
grounds. 

The Fortresses ‘hic.. appeared 
on the smoking scene half an hour 
later had to fight their way 
through a swarm of 6U0.to 10 en- 
emy interceptors and shot down 16 
of them. The Lightnings them- 
selves accounted for three more. 

This was the first resistance to 
the northwest African air force 
since Monday and the first to the 
middle east bombers since Tues- 
day. It seemed to indicate that te 
Germans had de.paired of protect- 
ing Italy’s rail system and were 
willing to throw in the remnants 
of their squadrons to def ad only 
their own air power. 

The exact damage done by the 
Fortresses awaited determination 
from aerial reconnaissance, but 
the system of airfields was de- 


clared to have been completely 
covered with demolition and frag- 
mentation bombs ..nd experience 
in Tunisia and Sicily where en- 
emy airbases have been captured 
show that few planes escape this 
type of bombardment.

Federal Hiring 
Slowed Down, 


Says Ramspeck| 


The federal government has 
definitely “put the brakes on the 
hiring of additional personnel” 
and is saving an estimated $40,- 
000,000 a year as a result, Repre- 
sentative Robert Ramspeck, chair- 
man of the House Civil Service 
Committee, said yesterday. 

The government has not only 
stopped expanding its civilian per- 
sonnel, Ramspeck said in an in- 
terview, but is steadily cutting the 
total, which reached an all-time 
high of over 3,000,000 persons last 
May. 

In two years government per- 
sonnel rolls increased over 2,000,- 
000 persons, and of that figure 
all but 269,841 employes were in 
the War or Navy Departments. 

The Civil Service Commission 
also has tightened up its employ- 
ment and promotion regulations, 
Ramspeck said, and no longer can 
the agencies “get away with ap- 
pointing just anybody.” 

The stop-order on hiring and the 
subsequent decline in employ- 
ment came primarily as a result 
of an investigation conducted by 
his committee, Ramspeck asserted, 
as did the more stringent regula- 
tions on hiring.
